HOGS AS MOrtTGAGE LIFTERS, 


More Money Made in Raising Swine 
on Farm Than in Any Other 
Animal— Enemy is Cholera. 


<r,y GEORGE TT. GLOVER, Colorado A g­ 
ricultural College.) 
There should be, and usually is, 
more money made in raising hogs on 
the farm than other animals. 
Aside 
from cholera, hogs are less subject to 
disease, reproduce faster, and make 
better gains per pound of feed con­ 
sumed. 
The 
annual 
increase 
of 
horses, cattle ai d sheep ranges from 
50 to IOO per cent. 
The increase of 
hogs should be from 500 to 1,500 per 
cent. 
The sow has the advantage in 
bringing forth two litters a year and 
farrows several at each litter. 
Doctor Warrington in “Chemistry 
on the Farm” states that for each IOO 
pounds of feed consumed the different 
farm animals make gains as follows: 
Cattle, nine!pounds; sheep, ll pounds, 
and pigs, 23 pounds. 
Pigs then make 
nearly two and a half times the gain 
over cattle for the amount of feed 
consumed. 
The man who hauls hogs to market 
instead of corn is the one who should 
make money. Because of the fact that 
hog raising, when properly managed, 
has been so profitable the hog has 
been styled the “mortgage lifter.” The 
one enemy to the business is hog 
cholera. No doubt, much can be done j 
in controlling cholera by the farmers j 
co-operating 
in 
adopting 
measures 
which will prevent the dissemination 
of cholera. 
It is up to the farmers themselves, 
in the last analysis, to confine cholera 
on the one farm where it starts by 
strictly following the advice of sani­ 
tary authorities and all working to­ 
gether to this end. I know of a farm­ 
er who kept his hogs healthy for four 
years, while the neighbors all around 
him were losing their hogs from chol­ 
era. He did it by an eternal vigilance 
in keeping infection out, and this man 
made a regular chore of cleaning the 
hog pens every C atur^v afternoon

Paris, Dec. 23.—How trenches are 
dug and advances made in the face 
of the enemy's lire are described by 
a French soldier in a letter to his 
parents. 
“We have had plenty of work the 
past week,” he said, “to gain a mere 
200 yards on the enemy. 
We made 
three successive advances 
in 
rain, 
wind and hail. We are 
now 
only 
fifty yards from the German line, 
with its pits and networks of barbed 
wire. Our advance has cost us dear­ 
ly; many poor comrades fell, dead 
or wounded, on the way. 
This is how we go to work, pre­ 
ferably when the night promises to 
be dark or rainy. 
Artillery prepares 
the way in the afternoon by a fierce 
bombardment. As soon as night falls 
we move to the front lines, and when 
the enemy’s rifle and machine gun 
fire quits, we take rifle in one hand. 
a shovel or pick tin the other, and 
move over the flat ground, crawling 
along on our stomachs. 
‘At the command, ‘Halt!’ without 
rising and with our knapsacks as a 
protection against the whistling bul­ 
lets, we dig desperately, 
It Is re­ 
markable how quickly a hole may be 
jug wlien the bullets are kicking up 
t*he loose earth above your heads; 
many a poor chai) drops before this 
s done. 
One comrade fell over me 
with a bullet through the eye. 
Next 
lay, the body, rolled in a muddy tent 
cloth and strapped to a pole, was 
borne by two friends into the neigh­ 
boring village. 
“Once the soldiers have dug their 
individual trenches, they 
must 
be 
connected, butthis wTork may be done 
more leisurely. 
Next, 
the 
entire 
trench is deepened, so that by morn­ 
ing we can stand up straight and aim 
comfortably over the crest at the line 
opposite. We. must also burrow little 
;aves to sleep in and tunnels com­ 
municating with the rear, and build 
gun posts to the front of the trench; 
then there is the work of putting out 
barbed wire entanglements, seating 
ip timbers and covering them over 
is a roof against artillery fire. It is 
hard work, lifting and placing these 
timbers, 
especially 
dragging 
them 
through our muddy little tunnels. 
“In spite of rain and hail and wad­ 
ing around in tile mud, I don’t get 
cold. When I curl up in my hole in 
the ground and sleep, I forget all the 
discomforts of the home.”

ARE 500,000 WOUNDED SOLDIERS 


Problem of Sustaining Life Is a Se­ 


rious One— Hotels and Other 


Buildings Are Taken Over 
by the Government. 


London, Dec. 23.—The throwing of 


500,000 wounded French soldiers and 


thousands of Belgian 
and 
French 


refugees into Northern France has 


led to a terrible condition there, Mrs. 
Harry Floyd, wife of a widely knowji 
English artist, who has returned here 
temporarily from service in French 
hospitals, declares. 
Suspension of in­ 
dustries and the difficulty of obtain­ 
ing supplies from abroad has made 
the problem of sustaining life a seri­ 
ous one, she says. 
‘‘Hotels and other buildings have 
been taken by the government for 
hospitals iii all the towns and vil­ 
lages of Northern France and ade­ 
quate furniture has 
been 
provided 
for most of th ese/’T^aid Mrs Floyd, 
“but the crying need is surgical in­ 
struments, 
anaesthetics, 
antiseptics 
and ^11 sorts of hospital supplies and 
clothing for invalids brought from 
the battlefield wearing only the tat­ 
ters of uniforms. 
“At Limoges, which is not a large 
place, 10,000 wounded and 46,006 ref­ 
ugees arrived in a single day in Oc­ 
tober. 
In many of the government 
hospitals it has been necessary to 
put the beds so close together there 
s not even a passageway between 
hem and Hie patients must be moved 
iver each other. 
At A meins, Calais 
md other towns near the fighting 
line conditions are much the same. 
“I was at Houlgate for many weeks 
assisting there is a hospital which 
iceommodated 450 patients. 
We ex­ 
hausted our antiseptics. 
At times 
ve were without ether. 
I even saw 
aurses washing old 
dressings 
be­ 
cause there were no new bandages to 
ase on wounds. 
All the anti tetanic 
serum wa exhausted and it is not 
)ossib!e to obtain more in France, as 
ts manufacture lias been exhausted. 
Ireat Britain has forbidden t h e -ex­ 
c ita tio n of this se^um, as it requires 
ill it manufactures, and the United 
States is the only source from which 
we 
can 
now 
obtain it for use in 
French hospitals. 
This serum is es­ 
pecially necessary, as much of the 
territory over which the troops are 
now fighting has been heavily ma- 
auxed for centi^rids. 
Consequently 
all the wounds instantly become in­ 
fected and tetanus is very general. 
“It has been necessary at times to 
operate without ether 
because 
it 
could not be had. 
Peroxide of hydro­ 
gen is seldom obtainable. 
Alcohol of 
95 degree strength, so indispensable 
in the emergency hospitals, can not 
be had. 
The surgeons and nurses do 
the best they can without supplies, 
but immediate assistance Is necessary 
if the lives of patients are to be saved 
in many of the hospitals. 
It is im­ 
possible to give typhoid patients prop­ 
er treatm ent because of lack of help 
and lack of supplies. 
Special nurses 
cannot be provided for fever patients. 
They are not available. 
Often ope 
nurse will care for scores of patients 
both day and night. 
She must sleep 
occasionally. 
She bas no time to 
bathe the fever sufferers, even if she 
had the necessary equipment. 
It is 
not uncommon for fever patients to 
Wander about at night in their deli­ 
rium. 
W hat chance have they to re­ 
cover under such conditions? 
“Dr. Haden Guest has es>hblished a 
number of tile Anglo-French hospit­ 
als. 
The American Ambulance bas 
done wonderful work and the French 
government is making every effort 
within its power to meet the extraor­ 
dinary emergency, but it must have 
assistance. 
More 
surgeons, 
more 
nurses and more supplies are required 
immediately if the lives of thousands 
of wounded are to be saved. The sit­ 
uation is growing worse all the time, 
because 
of 
the 
spread of typhoid 
among troops that have not been in­ 
oculated against the disease. 
Men 
who develop the disease under pres­ 
ent conditions are practically doomed 
to death.” 
Mrs. Floyd is an organizer of the 
French Wounded S. O. S. society for 
the special puri>ose of affording relief 
im government hospitals where ad­ 
ditional help and supplies 
are 
re­ 
quired. 
Mrs. T. R. Swinburne, wife 
of Major Swinburne. 13 Eaton Place, 


London, West, is treasurer of this \ 
organization. 
Throughout Northern France virtu­ 
ally all homes have been opened to 
wounded and refugees and the French 
people are giving everthing they can 
lor the Wounded and sick. 
But even 
the wealthy Frenchmen are now with­ 
out money. 
Many estates have been 
ruined. 
The great houses have been 
closed and persons 
accustomed 
to 
luxury are living without servants in 
small 
quarters, 
turning over their 
income to the homeless and injured.
